CONDITIONS 

Given an area where nuclear weapons have been or may be used. 

1. You see a brilliant flash of light, or 

2. Yoti see a standard or Warsaw Pact radiological contamination 
marker. 

3- You are told to take immediate action. 

STANDARD 

1. React to a nuclear attack with no warning (a brilliant flash of light). 

2. React to a nuclear attack with warning. 

3. Recognize radiological contamination markers and notify 
supervisor.

1, React to a nuclear attack with no warning (a brilliant flash of light), 
a. At the flash of intense light, immediately drop to a prone posi- 
tion and close your eyes. 

b- If time permits before the arrival of the blast wave, turn your 
body so that you are in the head-on position, 
c Stick your thumbs in ears, 
d. Cover your face with your hands, 
a Place arms under your body, 

f. Tuck your head down into your shoulders; keep your helmet on 
and your face down. 

g. Stay down until the blast wave passes and debris stop falling, 

h. Check for casualties and damaged equipment, 

2, React to nuclear attack with warning. 

a. Find the best available shelter. If you are in in armored vehicle, 
stay there, 

b. Keep clothes loosely fitted and wear headgear at all times, 
c Protect eyes and mimmize exposed skin areas.

Note: Soldiers in foxholes can take additional precautions. The fox- 
hole puts more earth between soldiers and the potential source of 
radiation. They can curl up on one side. The best position, however, 
is on the back with knees drawn up to the chest (see figure 331). 
This belly-up position may seem more vulnerable, but the more 
radiation-resistant arms and bent legs will protect the head and 
trunk. Bulky equipment such as packs or radios can be stored in 
an adjacent pit if they prevent getting as low as possible m the fox- 
hole Alternatively, place these items over the face and hands for ad- 
ditional radiation and blast protection.

Note: If inside a shelter, soldiers should take protective actions. A 
blast wave can enter the shelter with great force, and the debris it 
carries can cause injury. Lying facedown on the floor of the shelter 
offers worthwhile protection. However, soldiers should avoid the 
violent flow of air from a door or window. Lying near a wall appears 
safer than standing away from walls. Near a wall, the pressure wave 
may be increased by reflection- This is better however, than being 
blown about and injured by the blast. Constructing baffles or turns 
in shelter entrances can prevent overpressure buildups and entry of 
dust and debris {see figure 332).

Soon the sun appeared 
blood-red in the dark sky. When it became 
a little lighter around me I saw a group of 15 
or 16 adults. "Where had the children gone ?" 
I wondered. Black smoke was rising here and 
there and Nakahiro-cho where my parents 
lived was already in flame. Apologizing in my 
heart to my parents I decided to seek shelter. 




Near Yokogawa Station about 8 : 50 A + M. 

A lady about 40 years old was bleeding 
from her eyes. 

1 1 was getting light and I met a lady whose 
eyes were bloodshot. The blood was oozing 
down from the corners of the eyes along both 
sides of her nose. 

Unconsciously I wiped my face with my 
hands and I was surprised to see that there 
was blood on them.

I took my khaki air- raid dress oui of niv 
bag and put it on, tied my hair with a handker- 
chief, dressed myself neatly and started walking. 
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
